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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

i) It is suggested to replace the phrase "novel pyrrolo[2,l-c][l ,4]benzodiazepine" with 
"compound" in claims 1-9 and, similarly, it is suggested to replace "2-flouoro pyrrolo[2,l-c][l,4] 
benzodiazepines" with "compound" in claim 10 and 21. The language is not precise to name the 
compounds and appears to suggest more than what is positively being recited in the claims. 

ii) Claims 1-9 do not end in a period. 

iii) In claim 1 the structural formula needs to be labeled as formula IX. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

iv) Claims 26 and 27 are written as an independent claim. Applicants need to either insert 
formula IX along with the definitions of the variables into the claims or rewrite the claims as 
dependent claims. 

Claim 31 provides for the use of a compound, but, since the claim does not set forth any 
steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is intending to 
encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps 
delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, without 
setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a process, i.e., 
results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex 
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parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd. App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. 
Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claims 27-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claims contain subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The specification does not provide 
enablement for the treatment of cancer generally. No compound has ever been found that can 
treat cancers generally even though massive efforts have been directed towards this end. Since 
this assertion is contrary to what is known in oncology, proof must be provided that this 
revolutionary assertion has merits. Nearly all anti-cancer drugs are effective against only a . 
limited group of related tumors. Therefore, a compound effective against cancer generally would 
be a revolutionary exception. Applicant is asserting that he succeeded where others have failed. 
Where extensive efforts have all failed, it is reasonable for the Patent and Trademark Office to 
require proof that the claimed invention actually works for this specific utility. It is well 
established that a utility rejection is proper when scope of enablement is not reasonably 
correlated to the scope of the claims. (In re Vaeck 20 USPQ2d 1439, 1444, In re Ferens 163 
USPQ 609). 

In re Buting 163 USPQ 689 establishes that even clinical tests showing that a compound 
found to be useful in the treatment of two types of cancers was not sufficient for a much broader 
range.
